Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1968. 


Communicable  Disease 


These  diseases  are  now  largely  confined  to  those  affecting 
children  and,  with  a  few  exceptions,  are  mainly  of  nuisance  value. 

Any  infectious  disease  in  a  child  not  in  good  physical  health  is 
potentially  dangerous  and  some  common  infections  cripple  even  the 
healthy.  The  introduction  of  a  measles  vaccine  during  the  year  means 
that  another  hazard  might  eventually  be  eliminated  altogether.  In 
future  children  will  be  offered  this  vaccine  automatically,  and  more 
complete  coverage  will  be  achieved  by  computer  recording  which  started 
on  January  1st. 

Salmonella  infection  is  becoming  more  of  a  problem  now  and  will 
continue  to  be  a  risk  if  scrupulous  hygiene  is  not  practised.  It  is 
evident  that  drug  treatment  is  of  little  value  and  many  people  remain 
’’carriers51  of  the  infection  for  months. 

The  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  1968  came  into  operation 
on  October  1st,  and  among  it’s  provisions  are  new  regulations  dealing 
with  infectious  diseases  and  food  poisoning.  Some  improvements  have 
been  made  towards  the  detection  of  ill-health  in  immigrants,  but  the 
situation  is  far  from  satisfactory. 

Brucellosis  in  milk  is  still  occasionally  a  troublesome  problem, 
but  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  farmers  concerned  have  shown 
responsibility  and  co-operation  in  our  efforts  to  eradicate  this 
disease. 


Continued 


Environmental  Health 


Your  Inspectors  have  continued  to  review  property  in  the  area 
requiring  works  or  demolition.  The  question  of  adequate  sewage  systems 
in  all  villages  is,  regrettably,  making  slov;  progress.  We  hope  the 
Ministry  will  soon  give  consent  for  schemes  to  be  implemented  in 
Clifton  Reynes  and  Newton  Blossomville  for  a  basic  necessity  for  civilised 
life  and  to  remove  a  disgraceful  nuisance. 

Milton  Keynes  Development  Corporation,  like  Newport  R.D.C.  have 
accepted  the  desirability  of  creating  smoke  controlled  areas  in  the  new 
city  and  its  environs,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  proposals  to  be  put 
to  the  Ministry.  Much  preliminary  work  will  be  necessary  and  this  is 
unlikely  to  be  feasible  on  present  staffing.  An  additional  Inspector 
will  be  essential  for  this  work,  for  the  increasing  amount  of  inspection 
and  advisory  work  that  will  inevitably  occur  even  before  the  population 
builds  up.  Some  form  of  co-operation  with  neighbouring  authorities' 
public  health  work  will  also  lead  to  better  solutions  for  the  multiple 
problems  to  be  faced,  and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  recommend  a  system  for  this 
form  of  co-operation  in  the  near  future. 

Health  Education 

One  of  the  monthly  themes  emphasised  this  year  was  "poisoning  hazards 
in  the  home".  With  the  co-operation  of  most  of  the  chemists,  the  public 
were  invited  to  hand  in  their  old  and  surplus  medicines.  A  surprising 
amount  of  tablets  were  brought  in,  many  lethal  if  misused.  I  hope  that 
many  people  were  also  reminded  by  this  means,  to  safeguard  children  from 
these. 

I  must  thank  the  Council  and  Public  Health  Committee  for  the  continued 
interest  they  show  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


(A)  WATER 


A  good  supply  of  water  has  been  maintained  by  the  Bucks  Water  Board 
over  the  whole  of  the  Council's  area  throughout  the  year.  Up  to  the  31st 
March  the  supply  was  obtained  from  the  Olney  source  and  the  Birchmoor 
source,  but  on  the  1st  April  the  Birchmoor  source  was  discontinued,  and  a 
new  supply  from  the  Grafham  source  substituted. 

Due  to  the  increased  hardness  of  the  water,  and  pressure  difficulties, 
there  were  complaints  in  regard  to  the  new  supply,  but  when  the  pressure 
difficulties  were  corrected  and  the  people  became  accustomed  to  harder 
water,  the  complaints  ceased. 

Regular  bacteriological  samples  have  been  taken  and  submitted  for 
analysis  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  have  on  all  occasions  proved 
very  satisfactory.  Chemical  analysis  of  the  two  sources  of  water  are 
as  follows:- 
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SECTION  C  CONT'D 


(A)  WATER  (Continued) 

The  Olney  source  still  supplies  Weston  Underwood  and  this  has 
been  proved  to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory  by  regular  sampling  by 
the  Public  Health  Department.  A  chemical  analysis  of  this  supply  was 
included  in  the  report  for  1967* 

The  total  number  of  residential  properties  is  5539  being  5495 
houses,  103  houses  and  shops  and  4l  licensed  premises,  of  which  5484  are 
supplied  with  water  from  the  public  mains.  In  addition  the  village  of 
Tyringham  (26  dwellings)  has  it's  own  private  supply  laid  on  to  each 
property. 

Several  outlying  farms  and  cottages  also  have  their  own  private 
supply  laid  on  for  all  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  Unfortunately 
records  are  not  available  to  show  how  many  of  the  properties  are  supplied 
from  the  Boards  main  by  standpipe,  but  this  is  known  to  be  only  a  relatively 
small  number.  The  population  in  the  Rural  District  is  15,300  and  the 
estimated  population  supplied  with  main  water  from  the  Public  Main  is  15,1?8. 

Total  consumption  for  the  whole  district  for  all  purposes  for  the 
year  1968  from  Birchmoor  and  Grafham  sources  (Tyringham  being  privately  owned, 
and  not  measured) : 

Birchmoor  and  Grafham  247,528,000  gallons. 

Sampling  of  water  supplies  for  routine  bacteriological  examination 
has  been  continued  during  the  year  in  respect  of:- 

Birchmoor  and  Grafham  Supply  -  Normally  sampled  at  Sherington.  This  forms 
part  of  Bucks  Water  Board  supply  and  has  proved  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

Weston  Underwood  Supply  -  Sampled  at  the  top  end  in  Olney  or  in  Weston  Underwood. 
Again  forms  part  of  the  Bucks  Water  Board  Supply  and  has  proved  completely 
satisfactory. 

Ravenstone  Mill  Supply  -  Water  proved  satisfactory. 

Tyringham  Private  Supply  -  Water  proved  satisfactory  on  every  occasion  it 
was  sampled. 

Stoke  Goldington  Supply  -  This  supply  has  been  sampled  frequently  throughout 
the  year  and  has  proved  satisfactory.  Hand  chlorination  is  still  being 
carried  out  as  a  daily  routine.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Existing  Severs  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

All  the  existing  sewers,  sewage  disposal  works  and  pumping  stations 
in  the  various  villages  have  been  effectively  maintained  during  the  year 
and  the  standard  of  effluent  has  been  generally  good* 

Proposed  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

Tiie  Council  are  now  considering,  or  already  have  issued  instructions, 
in  respect  of  the  following  schemes 

Walton  (Wavendon  Road),  Little  Brickhill,  Moulsoe, 

Newton  Blossomville  and  Clifton  Reynes. 

A1  Olney,  the  scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval.  Work  will  commence 
on  the  new  trunk  surface  water  sewer  and  foul  relief  sewer  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  town  in  the  Spring  19£>9» 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  weekly  collection  service  has  been  maintained  during  the  year. 

In  addition,  two  collections  of  bulky  refuse  have  also  been  made  from 
each  village  during  the  same  period,  in  order  to  secure  the  removal  of 
all  large  items  of  junk  and  rubbish. 

It  is  intended  to  introduce  the  first  stage  of  the  Paper  Sack  system 
of  collection  in  the  latter  part  of  1969* 

At  the  centx-alised  tip  at  Stoke  Goldington,  controlled  tipping  has 
continued. 

PAIL  AND  CESSPOOL  EMPTYING:

A.  HOUSING 


Notices: 

There  were  a  total  of  23  notices  served  under  the  Housing  Acts, 
with  no  statutory  notices  being  necessary.  During  the  year  35  properties 
were  rendered  fit,  including  notices  outstanding  from  196? • 

Under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  44  Notices  have  been  served  and  50 
nuisances  have  been  abated,  including  notices  outstanding  from  1967. 

Housing  Inspections: 

During  the  year  4,930  general  and  miscellaneous  housing  inspections 
have  been  carried  out  and  associated  with  them  has  been  inspections  of 
water  supply  installations,  drainage,  refuse  disposal  and  infestation  of 
rats  and  mice,  and  requisite  action  on  each  has  been  taken. 

Representations : 

During  the  year  4l  representations  were  made,  31  of  them  were 
determined  and  the  remainder  have  been  carried  over  for  action  in  19^9* 
There  were  13  demolition  orders  and  8  closing  orders  made.  The  Council 
purchased  7  properties  in  lieu  of  demolition  orders  being  made  and  3 
undertakings  to  repair  were  accepted.  In  all  35  properties  were 
demolished  during  the  year  and  1  closing  order  was  revoked  as  the  property 
had  been  made  fit.

During  the  year  an  endeavour  was  made  to  revise  the  Register  of 
Premises  and  not  only  was  every  registered  property  inspected,  but  so  far 
as  was  practicable,  non-registered  premises  not  visited  under  other 
enactments,  e.g.  food  premises,  were  checked.  .Although  nine  new  registrations 
were  made,  deletions  due  to  staff  changes  reduced  the  total  number  of 
registered  premises  by  ten.  It  is  significant  to  note  that  all  the  new 
registrations  arose  from  the  inspection  of  unregistered  premises  and  no 
occupier  applied  for  registration  before  his/her  obligation  to  do  so  was 
pointed  out. 

During  .  a  year  special  attention  was  given  to  accident  prevention, 
particular J  .  for  the  first  time  any  accident  on  registered  premises  had 

been  notifi  ■  ...c  there  were  two  accidents  notified  during  the  year,  both 
non-fatal.  ;'T  only  were  occupiers  reminded  of  their  statutory  obligation 
in  regard  to  reporting  accidents,  but  advice  was  given  to  ensure  that 
accidents  were  prevented. 

In  this  direction  it  is  of  interest  to  note  the  practical  information 
recorded  in  the  publication  "Accidents”  now  available  to  Local  Authorities. 

I  wish  to  record  in  particular  the  reported  accident  relating  to  fall  of 
rolls  of  linoleum,  this  proved  very  useful  in  a  small  but  busy  furnishing 
shop,  rolls  of  linoleum  and  carpets  were  stacked  on  end  in  a  display  area 
with  nothing  to  prevent  their  fall.  Wien  shown  the  article  in  question 
the  occupier  was  nost  impressed  and  immediately  complied  with  the  request 
to  guard  the  rolls  by  ropes  and  instructed  his  employees  on  the  care 
necessary  when  handling  such  heavy  and  awkward  articles. 

The  attention  of  all  occupiers  was  drawn  to  the  need  to  keep  the 
contents  of  first  aid  boxes  up  to  the  minimum  required  by  the  Regulations. 

It  may  be  noted  that  one  occupier  was  surprised  to  find  the  contents  of 
his  first  aid  box  had  become  seriously  depleted.  On  investigation  he 
discovered  that  the  rapid  reduction  of  the  contents  was  mainly  due  to 
unauthorised  use  and  immediately  took  personal  control  of  the  box. 

One  of  the  reported  accidents  involving  a  slicing  machine  may  be 
of  general  interest.  The  accident  report  form  stated  that  the  handler 
had  severely  cut  his  finger  on  the  cutting  blade.  This  was  proved  to  be 
incorrect.  Two  men  were  carrying  the  machine  from  the  shop  to  load  it 
onto  a  lorry.  Finding  it  heavy,  they  decided  to  lower  the  machine  to  the 
ground  and  take  a  short  rest.  During  the  course  of  lowering  the  machine 
one  handler  ripped  open  a  finger  on  a  rough  edge  to  the  underside  of  the 
base  casting.  As  a  result  of  this  accident  a  directive  has  gone  out  to 
all  branches  of  the  multiple  stores  concerned  to  ensure  that  handlers 
adequately  protect  their  hands  when  carrying  such  machines  from  one  place 
to  another.

The  Department  continued  to  be  active  in  regard  to  the  supervision 
of  food  premises,  and  the  above  table  indicates  that  each  food  premises  was 
visited  at  least  once  during  the  year.  In  regard  to  Licensed  Premises,  the 
inspection  included  the  cellars  and  kitchens  as  well  as  bar  washing  facilities. 
Evening  visits  were  made  to  Licensed  Premises  to  ensure  that  hygienic  practices 
are  still  observed  during  busy  trading  times. 

A  transport  cafe  which  re-opened  during  the  year  fell  short  of  a  good 
standard  of  food  handling,  due  to  the  failure  of  the  proprietor  to  exercise 
care,  but  constant  supervision  was  proving  effective  in  securing  improvement. 
However,  the  premises  closed  within  a  few  months  of  opening.  Steps  have  been 
taken  to  ensure  that,  should  the  loremises  be  re-opened  as  a  transport  cafe,  due 
regard  will  be  paid  to  hygienic  food  handling.

All  the  42  traders  listed  have  their  vehicles  fitted  with  personal  washing 
facilities*  Where  so  required  facilities  for  cleaning  equipment  are  also 
provided* 


The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  displayed  in  mobile  traders  is 
satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  stalls  at  Olney  Market  are  inspected 
each  Thursday.  Although  the  number  of  stall  holders  coming  within  this 
scope  of  the  regulations  does  vary  from  time  to  time.  Two  greengrocers 
and  fruiterers  and  one  fish  merchant  attend  regularly  each  week.  Each 
stall  holder  provides  the  personal  washing  equipment  needed  for  his  own 
use.  One  stall  holder  was  warned  regarding  the  general  cleanliness 
of  his  stall  and  for  permitting  an  employee  to  smoke  whilst  handling 
food,  otherwise  the  stalls  are  generally  satisfactory.

Shigella  Plexma  2 

Two  cases  were  reported  during  the  year  in  a  family  comprising 
husband,  wife  and  five  children,  the  infection  being  confined  to  two  of 
the  children.  Two  of  the  other  three  children  showed  symptoms  similar 
to  those  infected,  but  specimens  of  faeces  showed  negative  results  for 
both  Shigella  Flexma  and  Salmonella  Typhimurium.  However,  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  ultimately  isolated  cysts  of  giardia  larnblia 
and  on  further  investigation  it  was  found  that  this  infection  may  have 
arisen  from  eating  imported  sausages  from  Eire  infected  with  the  cysts 
and  originating  from  places  where  it  was  believed  such  an  infection  is 
endemic.  Antibiotic  treatment  resulted  in  clearing  one  of  the  children 
affected  with  Shigella,  the  other  child  was  a  long  time  in  convalescence, 
but  was  finally  cleared  some  three  months  afterwards.

Arising  from  the  reports  of  positive  brucella  ring  tests  in  samples 
of  raw  milk  taken  from  two  herds,  further  samples  were  taken  from  the 
herds  in  question  with  a  view  to  isolating  the  individual  animals 
concerned.  The  routine  commenced  with  bulk  sampling  from  groups  of 
cows,  and  by  a  process  of  elimination  individual  animals  were  isolated.

BRUCELLOSIS  (Cont'd) 

In  one  herd  a  single  animal  produced  a  sample  giving  a  positive 
brucella  ring  test  which  was  followed  up  by  a  further  sample  which  was  subject 
to  guinea  pig  innoculations  which  proved  negative.  Further  check  bulk  samples 
taken  at  1,2  and  3  months  later  produced  negative  brucella  ring  test  results. 

With  regard  to  the  second  herd,  two  cows  were  identified  on  brucella 
ring  test  sampling,  and  again  further  samples  were  submitted  to  guinea  pig 
innoculation.  In  one  cow  the  result  of  the  guinea  pig  innoculation 
indicated  the  presence  of  typical  brucella  lesions,  also  a  serum  agglutination 
was  positive  to  a  titre  of  1/12800.  The  second  sample  was  negative.  Both 
animals  were  ultimately  disposed  of  in  the  fat  stock  market  and  slaughtered. 
Further  check  bulk  samples  taken  at  1,2  and  3  month  intervals  produced 
negative  brucella  ring  test  results. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a  third  herd  was  being  investigated.
